of the closet, and it is more than likely that the 
leaves of many a mail-order catalog are even now 
dog-eared at the corners as mute evidence of the 
search for gifts. 

All in all, the good public is at least a lap ahead 
in the holiday race and unless its desires are 
promptly met by the retailer will be on the home 
stretch before he even gets into the game. In 
other words, there is an epidemic of Christmas 
Fever making the rounds of your customers at this 
very time and somebody is due to appear on the

scene with a cash remedy. Whether the doctor in 
this case is to be you, Mr. Retail Hardware Dealer, 
or some big concern in a far-off city is a matter 
that you alone can decide. 

Remember this: The farmer and his good wife 
only get into your store on an average of once or 
twice a week, but for the entire seven days they 
have at their disposal some mighty attractive liter- 
ature on merchandise, illustrated with pictures that 
look almost better than the merchandise itself. 
They also have access to a few thousand descriptive 
articles, any one of which has twice the lure of an 
average retail sales talk. When they do get into 
your place of business they are usually in a hurry, 
and you don’t get the opportunity to show them all 
the nifty novelties that you would like to call their 
attention to. Naturally much of their knowledge 
of novelty or profit bearing lines comes from a 
source that doesn’t exactly boost the home-buying 
idea. Perhaps if you furnished your full quota of 
reading matter the farmer’s library would take on 
a different aspect, and more money would stick in 
the community to aid in the payment of war taxes. 
Think it over. 


Sowing Seed Through Circulars 


Ts holiday field is self plowed, but it needs an 
intelligent application of retail seed to prevent 
a rank growth of Chicago mail order weeds. 

Down in Oklahoma there is a hardware firm that 
has the planting proposition down to science. It 
gets a bumper crop in a minimum of time. The 
Pettee Hardware Co., Oklahoma City, runs the 
seeder close to the plow and the harvester in sight 
of the seeder. Along in October and November 
this hustling firm prepares for a holiday crop. It 
not only prepares—it plants and cultivates. Inci- 
dentally it scatters enough fertilizer to insure a 
healthy growth. There is a mimeograph in that 
store, and a man behind it who answers to the name 
of Hunt. He hunts business, methods, customers 
and cash, and he bags the limit every day. He is 
just as good a merchandise farmer as he is a busi- 
ness hunter and he scatters his seed through the 
medium of Uncle Sam and a mimeograph. 

His first fall planting consists of a folder resem- 
bling a sheet of correspondence paper. On the cor- 
respondence side appears this personal letter: 

Dear Sir:— 

You no doubt have been unable to get 
some article in your home town that you 
needed real bad, in fact you were in a 
hurry and had to wait several days until 
they sent away for it. 

Now this store with its big stocks of 
seasonable goods will help you out of just 
such disappointments. 

We pride ourselves on having “Goods 
that are Hard To Find” when you want 
them. 

Mail orders are given the personal at- 
tention of the manager of the different de- 


partments, they know what you want and 
will fill your order right. 

The enclosed order blank is for your 
convenience. May we have the pleasure of 
serving you? We prepay the delivery 
charges. 

Yours truly, 


W. J. PETTEE & CO. 


The back sheet is bare, according to the rules of 
genteel correspondence, but oh, the inside of that 
folder. It is fairly coated with seeds that boast 
germs of growth, and it concludes with the modest 
suggestion—“Mail us your order, we prepay de- 
livery.” 

Eight thousand of those folders cost the Pettee 
Hardware Co. just an even $10.00, in 1916. It 
doesn’t take much of the crop to get that seed back. 


Oil for the Harvester 


HAT little ‘mail us your order” stunt requires 
a follow-up to make it effective. Hunt looks 
after that phase of the game by enclosing with the 
circular an information blank and a self-addressed 
envelope. That information blank furnishes a 
genuine inspiration to utilize the folder. It hits 
while the iron is hot. It is so easy to fill in a few 
lines and mail it back to Pettee’s, and it doesn’t en- 
tail the expenditure of a cent. See how easy that 
heading makes it for the prospective customer— 
“Please send me descriptive matter and 
prices on the following articles.” 
Then a few blank spaces, and a place for signa- 
ture and address. 
The crop from this first planting leaves a nice 
little surplus in the treasury. 
' What do the blanks cost? In 1915, 10,000 of 
them were turned out for a total of $2.35. Mighty 
cheap for seed of that caliber. 


The Harvester in Operation 


HEN the information asked for is sent to the 
customer he gets with it a neat little order 
blank and another self-addressed envelope. 

That information and the order blank form a 
combination that is hard to beat. The man or 
woman who has requested prices, etc., is primed to 
buy, and the order blank gives just the necessary 
impetus to the purchase. 

Incidentally Pettee’s customers all get those 
blanks, regardless of any request for information, 
and they also get a small but comprehensive home- 
made catalog of toys and other holiday lines. With 
the seeding well done, the customer practically 
harvests the crop for Pettee’s, and if you doubt 
the success of the plan just get in touch with the 
men behind the idea. A glimpse of the checks and 
order blanks in one morning’s mail will convince 
the sceptical dealer that this method of harvesting 
pays.

HE National Cash Register Company has 
T solved the great problem that is confronting 

the American salesmen and retail merchants 
in this world to-day. They have shown how it is 
possible to interest the salesmen’s and retailers’ 
wives in their husbands’ work. 

Elbert Hubbard has truly said, “I love you, be- 
cause you love the things that I love.” Nothing is 
more discouraging to the husband than to come 
home at night and find that his wife is not inter- 
ested in his work, to find that all she thinks about 
is clothes, theaters and parties, to want to drag him 
out to some “splittailbehaveyourself” affair, and 
to remind him constantly that she is not interested 
in “his business.” 

A man’s business should be his wife’s business, 
what interests one is bound to interest the other, 
and the sooner that the American wives become 
interested in their husbands’ business, just so soon 
will the most perplexing problem of the business 
man be solved. The wives of sales agents and 
salesmen convention, held by the National Cash 
Register Company in Dayton, Ohio, during the 
week of October 15, 1917, was the first convention 
of its kind ever held in America, and John N. 
Patterson, the president and founder of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company, has inaugurated a 
movement that will be followed by all the large 
selling organizations in this country.

terson. It is the greatest step ever taken in the 
nation to give womanhood that share of credit for 
the success of great business undertakings that I 
have ever heard of, and the fact that scores of 
trained magazine writers representing every field 
of literary and industrial endeavor were there to 
make notes of the convention speaks in a more 
potential way than anything else of the national 
interest attracted by this meeting. 


From the Retailer’s Viewpoint 


I attended this convention to get the retail 
hardware merchant’s viewpoint of a movement 
that is unique, in view of the fact that nothing 
like it was ever attempted before. The whole idea 
behind this work, as it seems to me, is to sell more 
registers, and after all the idea behind all business 
movements to-day is to secure more business.

Company about $100,000 in cold cash, because they 
are paying all the expenses of about 500 wives of 
salesmen and sales agents who came to Dayton to 
learn how they can be of more help to their hus- 
bands in their work. 

The Grand Old Man of the National Cash Reg- 
ister Company has put across many big ideas in 
his time, but never before has he hit upon any- 
thing that will produce such big dividends as will 
this “Women’s Convention.” 

Here are some of the many interesting and in- 
structive features arranged for the ladies from 
the time they arrived in Dayton on Sunday until 
they left for home, tired and happy, on Saturday 
of the same week. 

The large auditorium where the meetings were 
held is known as the “N. C. R. School House.” It 
has a seating capacity of about 2,000, and when 
the delegates entered the building they found that

If these mottoes were adopted by the wives of 
every retail hardware man in America, I feel sure 
that we would soon have better merchants. 


Mr. Patterson’s Welcome 


The sessions opened promptly at 9 a. m. The 
ladies were in their seats promptly, ready for busi- 
ness, when a pretty lass in white sounded the 
bugle call. 

In welcoming the guests, John N. Patterson, the 
president and founder of the National Cash Reg- 
ister Company, said: 

“We are glad that you are with us. I realized 
many years ago that a salesman’s wife had much 
to do with his success, but during the past year 
this has come home to me more strongly than ever 
before. A National Cash Register salesman’s wife 
has a splendid opportunity to help her husband. 
Women do 90% of the buying, and the salesman’s 
wife is constantly in and out of retail stores; she 
can study merchants’ systems, discover their 
wants and give her husband many valuable tips. 

“She can make it her business to see that her 
husband gets out to work bright and early in the 
morning, when his brain is clear and before mer- 
chants become busy with the day’s work. 

“There are so many advantages to be gained 
from holding this convention that I am only sorry 
that we did not call it many years ago. We want 
to show you the inventions department, and how 
cash registers are made. We want to show you 
the receiving department and the great varieties 
of things from all parts of the world that are used 
to make the registers your husbands sell. We 
want you to be proud that your husbands are Na- 
tional Cash Register men. We welcome you and 
thank you for coming!” 


Mr. Steffy in Charge 


The meeting was then turned over to the sales 
manager, C. E. Steffy, who conducted the sessions 
for the balance of the convention. 

An educational film was shown showing the 
progress of the company and what it has done in 
welfare work among its employees, and how it has 
helped them to beautify their homes and gardens 
by instructing them in gardening and planting of 
flowers and shrubbery. 

Lunch was served in the immense dining-room 
in the administration building, at 2 P. M. The 
delegates were then taken on an inspection trip 
through the immense factory, which covers forty- 
four acres, and in which more than six hundred 
models of cash registers are made. They were 
shown how the cash register is made from start to 
finish. 

During the convention, demonstrations and sales 
approaches were made by some of the wives of 
salesmen, and some of the ideas developed during 
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these demonstrations are going to pay real cash 
dividends for the company, and for retailers as 
well. 

A pageant was given in which fifty-six men and 
women of the company participated, showing by 
large cardboard signs and a large 16-ft. money- 
bag, ninety-five selling features of just what a 
National register will do for the merchant. 


Teach Through the Eye 


The National Cash Register Company is a firm 
believer of “Teaching through the Eye,” because 
it has been found that the muscles from the eye 
to the brain respond seventeen times more quickly 
than those from the ear to the brain. 

The pageant was portrayed so vividly that when 
it was over three rousing cheers were given by 
the lady delegates. 

The amount of time required to prepare and 
stage some of the good things that the ladies saw 
shows that Mr. Patterson has an organization that 
knows how to “deliver the message to Garcia.” 

On Tuesday afternoon automobiles were pro- 
vided and the delegates were taken through “Hills 
and Dales,” an estate owned by Mr. Patterson. 
While “Hills and Dales” is a private estate, it has 
been opened by Mr. Patterson to the public. It 
is now a community playground where all the peo- 
ple of Dayton have an opportunity to get out into 
the open air. This beautiful park is traversed by 
numerous roads and bridle paths. There are ten 
camps here equipped with cooking utensils for the 
use of the public during the summer. 


Prominent Guests Present 


The convention attracted many prominent men 
and women from all over the country. B. C. 
Forbes, noted writer, told the delegates that this 
convention marks a new step forward in the march 
of civilization toward a perfect equality of the 
sexes. In a most interesting way he told of the 
opportunity that women of America have, and also 
spoke of their responsibility. Mr. Forbes urged 
the wives of the salesmen to take an intelligent 
interest in their husbands’ business. 

In this way, he said, they will become better 
companions to their husbands, and make home a 
pleasanter place for every member of the family. 
It is true that a man’s home life has much to do 
‘with his success or failure in business. 

Dr. Frank S. Crane, noted writer and lecturer, 
brought to the women the thought that the big 
lesson to be learned from the times is that of dis- 
cipline. The undisciplined people of the world are 
the incompetent ones. 

Genius is only the ability to keep going on, over- 
coming every difficulty by sticking to the job. He 
said that the man or the woman who has learned 
to do one thing well is always needed. There isn’t 
much of a place in the world for the man or wom- 
an who is jack of all trades and master of none. 
The satisfying and permanent values come by the 
exercise of self-control. 


A Message to Wives 


The climax of the convention was reached on 
Thursday, when a three-act play was presented 
entitled, “The Sales Manager’s Message to Wives.” 
This play made such a hit, and it brought out the 
story of the convention so strongly, that I have 
induced the editor of HARDWARE AGE to reproduce 
the entire manuscript following my little story of 
the gathering. 

Talks were also given to the ladies by the nu- 
merous trade paper representatives who came

I Swung Back to Jim’s Side 


“I remember the day Jim got his job as sales- 
man with the National Cash Register Company,” 
said one of the visitors during an intermission at 
the convention. “Jim and I had been figuring for 
a long time on getting settled in some sort of 
profitable, interesting work, and while we hadn’t 
exactly had to drive the wolf from the door up to 
that time, still we both realized Jim was getting 
older each day, and we sort of figured a man with 
his brains and ability ought to connect up with 
the right kind of a concern and stick. And so Jim 
got a job as salesman with the National Cash 
Register Company.

The Sales Manager’s Message to Wives 
A Little Play in Two Scenes for the Wife of Any Business Man 


SCENE ONE 


HE scene shows an Agent and his wife at breakfast. 

The Agent is to typify a good man, but seriously 
handicapped by a wife that has nothing but social am- 
bitions on her mind. It is to show how much a wife can 
interfere with her husband’s business and handicap his 
possibility for success. 

SCENE: A _ well-appointed breakfast room with 
clock on the wall showing 9.30 in the morning. A 
whiskey flask and glasses on the buffet. The breakfast 
table set for two. The Agent’s chair is a comfortable 
arm chair. The scene opens as the Agent enters the 
breakfast room. 

The Agent’s actions indicate that he has a mean head- 
ache and feels grouchy and unstrung. He sits down in 
his chair and taps rather sharply on the breakfast bell 
for the maid. No response. He registers disgust and 
rings again. 

Maid enters. 

AGENT (curtly): “How long do I have to wait for 
breakfast? It will be ten o’clock before I get to my 
office.” 

The maid bows politely and says that she just put on 
the steak and starts to walk out. 

Wife enters. 

Wife, all dolled up in morning lingerie. Has on an 
especially fancy breakfast cap. As she enters she 
motions to the maid to pay no attention to her husband. 
Indicates contempt for her husband’s hurry. Shows to 
the maid that she knows how to handle him. 

WIFE (speaking very sweetly): “Breakfast will be 
ready in a moment, my dear.” Walks over to the buffet 
and pours out whiskey. Hands it to husband saying, 
“This will cheer you up and make you feel better.” 

As husband drinks whiskey, wife fixes her cap, 
glancing into the mirror. 

WIFE: “How do you like my new cap, John? Isn’t 
it a dear?” 

JOHN (mean and grouchy): “Never mind your cap, 
I have a headache. That lobster I ate after the show 
last night was rotten.” 

WIFE (disgustedly): “That lobster was good, only 
you made a pig of yourself. You never know when you 
have enough, once you get started.” 

JOHN: “Look here, young lady, we will have to quit 
this running around at night so much. It interferes 
with my business. Here it is almost ten o’clock. I 
should be doing business. This is the best time of the 
year. With this headache and being all worn out, no 
man can sell cash registers in this condition.” 

Wire: “Oh, never mind your old business. We only 
live once. Oh, say, John, didn’t Mrs. Lang have on a 
beautiful gown last evening. I could wear something 
like that much better than she—that old cat. Why 
don’t you buy me things like that?” 

JOHN: “I can’t buy anything. Business is rotten.” 

WIFE: “You should be in the cotton brokerage busi- 
ness like Mr. Lang. They say he makes all kinds of 
money and they never get up before eleven o’clock in 
the morning. He sure buys her some swell gowns. I 
should have a new dress myself.” 

JoHN: “Nothing doing. Isn’t breakfast ready?” 

Wire: “In just a minute. Why don’t you go into 
some other business? They always expect you to get 
that quota and it makes you so nervous. My father 
never was so grouchy.” 

JOHN: “There you go bringing up father again. I 
am not your father. Why didn’t you stay with him?” 

Maid brings in breakfast. Looks shocked. 

WIFE (walks toward maid and takes food off the tray 
and puts it in front of husband): “Isn’t this lovely 


steak, and fried potatoes and such nice bacon. . Here 
are your fried eggs; they are just right, John, and some 
muffins and butter and jelly.” (Points out the quantity 
and richness of food given him.) 

Wife acts affectionate and anxious to feed him. 
Pours out coffee. Maid exits. 

Both eat for a while. 

JOHN (quits eating): “I have enough now, I really 
don’t feel well to-day.” 

WIFE (sits on arm of chair and picks up muffin) : 
“Here, eat some of these muffins. Let me put some jelly 
on for you. Mother made this grape jelly. I got it 
from her yesterday.” (Place muffin to his mouth and 
puts other arm around his shoulder and tries to stuff 
him.) 

JOHN: “I’ve had all I can eat this morning. I must 
get to work now. I can’t sit here all day eating stuff 
just to please you.” 

Clock now shows 10.30. 

Wife pretends to be very much worried. 

Wire: “If you are sick, John, you had better stay 
at home and not go to work this morning. Your busi- 
ness won’t run away. Let Fred look after it. Why do 
you have a young man if he can’t handle your business? 
Didn’t the company train him for you? Let him do the 
work.” 

JOHN: “Just let me run my business. You mind 
your affairs.” 

Wife pulls cigar from his pocket and mockingly cuts 
off the tip. Puts it in his mouth. 

Wire: “Better light up, John. It will make you feel 
better.” 

John lights the cigar. 

Wire: “I am going to wear my new hat this after- 
noon to Emma’s party. It is going to be a wonderful 
affair. Mother will be there, too. Emma has the best 
people in town call on her. They have a grand big 
house. She is such a dear.” 

JOHN: “Anybody with money is a dear to you.” 

Wire: “And, John—you must call for us after the 
party. I promised mother you would take us home in 
the machine. I want them all to see my car. You 
better call at 4 p. m. while they are all there. Just 
honk and wait a while.” 

JOHN (gets up): “I can’t do it. I have an appoint- 
ment with a prospect at 4 o’clock to give him a demon- 
stration. I haven’t done any business all month. I! 
must go to work and get some orders.” 

Wire: “Oh, there you go again, always neglecting 
me for that old business. What have I a husband for 
anyway?” 

JoHN: “I can’t run around with you all night and 
all day, too. I have to work for our living, and must 
go now.” (Looks at the clock.) 

WIFE (getting up from the chair): “Well, you will 
have to call for me. I promised mother that you 
would.” 

JoHN: ‘‘I don’t care for your promises. Your 
mother can walk and you can take a street car home.

short years ago would have been character- 
ized by thinking men as visionary. Every one of 
these unusual measures affects to a greater or 
less degree, not alone the entire populations of the 
belligerent nations, but every inhabitant of the 
civilized world as well. 

Where lives, therefore, the man who even in the 
most approximate degree speaks with any finality 
upon the wisdom or even the ultimate outcome and 
significance of the countless expedients that have 
been adopted by the belligerent nations as the 
price of maintaining their national integrity and 
existence? Who is wise enough to forsee the out- 
come? Who can possibly predict what will follow 
when we are faced with the readjustment of these 
enormous world forces upon the declaration of 
peace? 

One cannot fail to experience a sense of mental 
confusion when one attempts to create a consis- 
tent mental picture of the numberless contradic- 
tory and opposing elements of our own political 
and economic affairs, not to speak of those of the 
world at large. 

It would seem, therefore, to be the part of wis- 
dom to contract our horizon and not even attempt 
to visualize the whole. Rather attempt to deal 
sanely with those immediate elements that lie 
within the sphere of our control or at least our 
influence; sacrificing our predilections and our 
policies where need be but at least attempting to 
hold true to those principles which are the bed- 
rock of our institutions and the safeguards of our 
liberties. We need not be anxious if we but hold 
true to our principles.

Only Starting 


We are fighting a great war. We have but 
begun to feel the first effects of its hardships and 
the sacrifices which its prosecution will entail. 
The problems that are facing us are beginning to 
be seen and many are of immediate and pressing 
importance. Our President has said that “we are 
fighting to make the world safe for democracy.” 
It would have perhaps been less altruistic but 
more accurate if he had said that we are fighting 
that this Republic shall not perish; that the issues 
being settled by the arbitriment of arms are of 
vital consequence to this democracy; that our fail- 
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ure would hold consequences too dreadful to con- 
template. 

The vital, immediate and pressing problem, then, 
as I see it, is to see to it that every citizen accord- 
ing to his place and opportunity does those things, 
and only those things, that will contribute to the 
success of our arms in this great adventure on 
which we are launched. Every other considera- 
tion, every other interest, that does not contribute 
to the one end of winning the war must be made 
subordinate to the great object. 

It has been said too many times to have any of 
the force of novelty, that this is a war of science; 
a war of machines; that to the nation or group of 
nations that can best meet the economic pressure; 
that can must successfully and completely convert 
the instrumentalities of peace to the needs and 
uses of war, will come success. Each nation has 
gradually been brought to the point of treating its 
resources as a single huge producing unit. Never 
before has the home staying population been so 
great a factor in the success or failure of the 
nation’s effort as in this war. 

We here to-day represent the “stay-at-homes,” 
but never before in the history of the world have 
the “stay-at-homes” had so important, vital and so 
honorable a part to play as in the present emer- 
gency. 

Again, as “stay-at-homes” we constitute a spe- 
cial class with special responsibilities. We are 
“makers of things” as distinguished from the 
“growers of things” or the “sellers of things,” so 
that we on our part have special problems and 
worries that cause us deep anxiety. Again, as 
“makers of things” you are again differentiated 
from other “makers of things” in the special prob- 
lems of. your trade. Of these special trade prob- 
lems I know but little or nothing, for while yet a 
“maker of things,” I make things that differ from 
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the things that you make with their special and 
different uses. 


Common Problems 


S “makers of things,’ have we not some com- 

mon problems concerning which we speak the 
same language; about which we have common 
anxieties; that to-day in the all-absorbing crisis, 
loom large to us? 

Surely there are many such, but one, in my judg- 
ment, so overshadows all others in its significance 
and importance; is so bound up with our success 
or failure in the war, that I shall devote the time 
you have so kindly given me to its discussion. My 
effort shall not be limited to securing your mere 
intellectual assent to my propositions, for I shall 
count my talk to you a failure if I fail to inspire 
you to bring the full power of your great organiza- 
tion to the support of the principles I shall set 
forth. To inspire you to fight for their acceptance 
with every legitimate instrumentality at your com- 
mand; and to cease fighting only when we shall 
have received indubitable evidence that these prin- 
ciples are being followed by our Government and 
accepted by our people as working basis of our 
industrial activities during the war. 

I refer to the problem of the supply of labor as 
in my judgment the most important one with 
which we are faced to-day. The essential re- 
quirement of the nation is that there shall be a 
constant, uninterrupted production of essential 
war material, and this depends on labor alone. 

It is an accepted principle of nations that during 
war every citizen shall bear his just share of the 
burden. If he be rich, he shall give freely of his 
wealth. If he has property, he shall, if called 
upon, dedicate it for the time being to the service 
of the nation. If he be strong, he must fight. If 
he be capable, he must work. All as the best in- 
terests of the nation shall require. 

This nation has wealth. unlimited and it is being 
taken by the nation in a manner unprecedented. 
It has material facilities in abundant measure 
which are being commandeered to the service of 
the nation. It has men by the million, strong men, 
who are being taken and taught to be soldiers. It 
has other millions of men and women skilled and 
capable of supplying the labor required to utilize 
the material facilities with which we are so abun- 
dantly blessed. Why, then, my and your anxiety 
about the labor supply? 


Obligation of Workers 


It is because we see each day the increasing 
evidence that the “stay-at-home” worker, under no 
compulsion as is the soldier, is apparently un- 
mindful of his great obligation to keep continu- 
ously at work, but is interrupting essential war 
production, with increasing frequency, by strikes 
and disorders, until it has reached the stage of 
becoming a national peril and scandal. 

Again, it is significant to notice that these 
strikes, with but few minor exceptions, are the 
deliberate acts of labor unions. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that the 
labor organizations of this country, constituting 
in their membership but a small minority of the 
working porwulation, are seeking, under cover of 
our national peril and necessity, by strikes and 
threats of strikes, to force a general recognition 
of Union rules and practices; in other words, to 
make it a condition of a man’s working that he 
shall become a member of a Union. 

I ask you, gentlemen, in morals, is it possible to 
draw fine distinctions between grades of sedition? 
Can we still call a man a patriot and continue to 
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treat him as a man of honor, who refuses to work 
on things essential to our national safety unless 
his demands, however unreasonable, are forthwith 
complied with, and brand that man a traitor who, 
in the trenches, would refuse to fight or perform 
his military duties because perchance his comrade 
in arms did not belong to the same private organ- 
ization that he did; or because the government 
would not at once increase the pay of the troops; 
or because the Government refused to conduct the 
war on an eight-hour day basis; or refuse to per- 
mit a committee of soldiers who belonged to cer- 
tain private organizations to dictate, pass upon, 
or approve the conditions under which the army 
would fight. Stated in these contracts, the propo- 
sition becomes too absurd and ridiculous for 
serious thought, yet, gentlemen, that is exactly 
what is occurring in industry to-day. Strikes are 
threatening and occurring in ever increasing num- 
bers, almost without exception called by author- 
ity of the labor unions. The evidence at hand, 
written evidence, embodying the demands, how- 
ever adroitly worded to avoid the direct implica- 
tion, all contemplate the acceptance by the em- 
ployer of the whole program of Labor Unionism as 
sine quo non of Industrial peace. 


A Recognized Right 


AM personally not opposed to labor unions as 

such. J recognize the right of men to associate 
themselves together for lawful common objects. 
Any organization will succeed or fail to the extent 
which its activities meet the needs and aspirations 
of its membership. I further hold no objection to 
employing any legitimate and lawful means of 
inducing men to become members. I do deny the 
right of any organization, under our Government, 
to attempt to assert that membership therein shall 
constitute a condition of a man securing employ- 
ment. I therefore stand for the “open shop,” 
where any man may secure employment in accord- 
ance with his ability and qualifications, without 
regard to his private opinion or associations. To 
assert the contrary at any time, I consider con- 
trary to the letter and spirit of our institutions 
in war-time on production for national defense, 
and I consider it to be nothing less than seditious. 

Whatever the merits of labor unionism, not more 
than 10% of American workingmen have seen fit 
to avail themselves of its-benefits. If its leaders 
and proponents have been unable, in peace times, 
to secure the interest of more than that proportion 
of our working population, I agree most heartily 
with Secretary of Labor Wilson, who has stated in 
writing and in my hearing that 

“Neither employer or employe should seek dur- 


ing the war to secure that which he was unable 
to secure during ordinary times.” 


Any employer whose facilities are engaged on

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essential war production, or during the war would 
by lockout or any other means attempt to secure 
conditions that he was unable to secure in ordi- 
nary times, would be a traitor to his country. And 
likewise I say that any men or organization of 
men who would cause a strike to delay essential 
war production in an endeavor to secure some- 
thing that they could not get in ordinary times are 
traitors. Whom the shoe fits, put it on. 

A strike or lockout or any delay of essential war 
production is an aid to the public enemy. It is 
the equivalent of a German victory. It puts off 
the final decision and places the life of our nation 
in jeopardy. 

How then can these interruptions be avoided? 

Two means are at hand: 

Ist. By agreement between Employers 
Employes. 

2nd. By the conscription of labor. 

Industry has already publicly before the Coun- 
cil of National Defense pledged itself to its ad- 
herence to a program that if adopted will insure 
industrial peace during the war. To make it 
effective, it only requires the pledge of the labor 
unions to its observance and the co-operation of 
the Government in bringing together the oppos- 
ing elements and giving force to the agreement by 
executive decree. 

The program for securing industrial peace dur- 
ing the period of the war is embodied in a state- 
ment of the National Industrial Conference Board 
presented to the Council of National Defense on 
September 6th, 1917. This statement and the 
principles embodied therein have been endorsed 
and ratified by National and State associations of 
manufacturers including in their membership 
over 60,000 firms and employing approximately 
9,000,000 workers. 


and 


The Board’s Recommendations 


HE basic principles therein enunciated have also 

been enunciated in a resolution of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States adopted at 
its War Convention held in Atlantic City in Sep- 
tember. Copies of this statement have been pro- 
vided for each one of you, to be read at your 
leisure. I will at this time read the summary of 








“Industry has voluntarily 
come forwardand agreed

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the statement, which embodies the definite and 
concrete recommendations of The National In- 
dustrial Conference Board to be applied during 
the period of the war. They are as follows: 


1. That as a basis of mutual understanding, 
employer and employee recognize and agree that 
now and for the period of the war, continuous, 
efficient production can alone equip and sustain 
our military forces. Every dispute, whatever its 
motive, which interrupts production, furthers the 
ends and operates to the advantage of the public 
enemy. 


2. The nation needs the service of every citizen. 
Its industrial workers are as indispensable to vic- 
tory as the soldier on the firing line. The non- 
union man is as necessary in the factory as he is 
in the army. On economic as well as indisputable 
moral grounds, the Government can, therefore, 
neither permit or tolerate the exclusion of any 
laborer from productive employment. We, there- 
fore, urge the Council to adopt and reassert as its 
guiding principle the fundamental American doc- 
trine authoritatively stated by the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission with the approval of represen- 
tatives of both employers and unions included in 
its membership and commended as the basis of 
industrial adjustments by Presidents Roosevelt, 
Taft and Wilson. 


“That no person shall be refused employment 
or in any way discriminated against on account 
of membership or non-membership in any labor 
organization; that there shall be no discrimina- 
tion against, or interference with, any employe 
who is not a member of any labor organization 
by members of such organization.” 


3. The 
that 


council’s reiterated recommendation 


“employers and employees in private industries 
should not attempt to take advantage of the 
existing abnormal conditions to change the 
standards which they were unable to change 
under normal conditions,” 


should now receive an unambiguous interpretation 
to assure its practical application as a working 
principle. To this end we propose: 


(a) That applied to existing statutory reg- 
ulations intended to promote safety and health, 
it shall be agreed that for the period of the war 
there shall be no suspension or modification of 
such provisions, except upon recommendation 
of the Council of National Defense after due 
investigation by its agencies and when, in its 
judgment, required by the exigencies of war; 


(b) Applied to wages, demands shall be 
tested by the prevailing local standard of the 
establishment in effect at the beginning of the 
war with such modification as may be shown 
to be necessary to meet any demonstrated ad- 
vance in the cost of living. : 


(c) Applied to hours, the standard shall be 
those established by statute or prevailing in the 
establishment at the beginning of the war, sub- 
ject to change only when, in the opinion of the 
Council of Defense, it is necessary to meet the 
requirements of the Government. 


(d) Applied to what are commonly known as 
“open” or “closed” shop conditions, it shall be 
understood and agreed that every employer 
entering the period of the war with a union 
shop shall not by a lockout or other means 
undertake to alter such conditions for the dura- 
tion of the war, nor shall any combination of 
workmen undertake during the like period to 
“close” an “open” shop. 


4. Adopting these standards as the basis of its 
operation, we recommend the creation of a Fed- 


eral board to adjust labor disputes for the dura- 
tion of the war; the activities of this Board to be 
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confined to disputes growing out of employment on 
the subject matter of war production for the Gov- 
‘ernment. To such board shall be primarily re- 
ferred for fina] settlement all major disputes of 
the nature suggested, with full power to create all 
machinery necessary to execute its functions. Its 
decisions must bind all parties to the dispute. It 
should be constituted equally of representatives 
of employees, employers and the Government, rep- 
resentatives of the latter to hold the deciding voice 
in the event of an equal division of opinion. It 
is to be further understood and agreed that there 
shall be no interruption of production by strike, 
lockout or other means within the control of em- 
ployer or employee. 

5. We pledge to the country, through you, the 
acceptance of such a program by the great body 
of representative associations and individual man- 
ufacturers we are authorized to represent. We 
do not seek to be regarded as the exclusive spokes- 
man of all industry, and will co-operate in any 
helpful capacity with any and every manufacturer, 
whether members of our association or not. 

6. To secure in the public interest a mutual 
understanding and agreement predicated upon the 
proposals set forth, we suggest: That the Council 
of National Defense call, at the earliest convenient 
date, a conference of representative national and 
international officers of American trade unions, 
that they may be requested to join in the pledge 
here made on behalf of employers. Their loyal 
co-operation for the duration of the war will 
assure a known standard of conduct to govern 
these vital industrial relations. The national 
safety will then no longer be imperiled by dis- 
putes, halting vital production and necessarily 
operating to give aid and assistance to the public 
enemy. 

In conclusion, we reiterate the pressing neces- 
sity for recognizing one vital and primary prin- 
ciple. A Government which cannot itself discrim- 
inate between its citizens cannot tolerate a con- 
dition which encourages private organizations to 
compe} such discrimination. Politically and eco- 
nomically, such a policy spells disaster. It destroys 
the responsibility of management which is vital 
to successful production and denies in our own 
democracy the basic principles of individual lib- 
erty and opportunity, for which its citizens since 
the foundation of the Republic have shed freely 
of their blood and for which to-day they are pre- 
pared to die on alien soil. 


Fair and Reasonable 


I BELIEVE that these propositions are fair and 

reasonable. They preserve the status quo ante 
bellum. They are in the spirit of the reiterated 
statements of The Council of National Defense 
and of Secretary Wilson. Their acceptance is to 
the disadvantage of no one and to the inestimable 
advantage of the nation. 

Is your association prepared to add the weight 
of its endorsement to this proposition, forwarding 
it officially to the Council of National Defense? I 
most sincerely hope you will. 

What is of even greater importance, I hope that 
each one of you will constitute yourself a com- 
mittee of one to go out and preach the absolute 
necessity of Industrial peace during the war and 
tell as many as you can how reasonably this can 
be secured by the adoption of the program here 
given. The National Industrial Conference Board 
will supply any number of this statement desired 
by application to its office at 15 Beacon Street, Bos- 
ton. Public opinion and the Government must be

situation and it is the duty of Associations such 
as yours to constitute themselves educational 
forces for the dissemination to the public of the 
principles in which you believe. The National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, speaking already with 
full authority on this and other matters for over 
60,000 manufacturers, asks your active co-opera- 
tion in this grave national crisis. 


Two Alternatives 


HAT are the alternatives to such an arrange- 
ment by agreement? Only two that I can 
foresee. 

Either 90% of the industries of this country 
must submit as a condition of industrial peace 
during the war to the imposition of the complete 
labor union program and once for all abandon the 
principle of the “open” shop, or labor conscription 
must follow if we are to win the war. Whether 
the complete acceptance of union conditions of 
work would be a safe program upon which predi- 
cate a successful industrial campaign in support 
of our national necessities, I leave it to you to say. 
Great Britain evidently concluded otherwise when 
it decreed that all union restrictions should be 
abrogated during the period of the war. 

That this Government will ever acquiesce in the 
first of these alternatives is unthinkable, violating 
as it would the very foundation principles of in- 
dividual liberty that this Republic was founded 
to protect and maintain. 

Industry has voluntarily come forward and 
agreed that for the period of the war, it will abide 
by a program that is fair and reasonable. Will 
organized labor do likewise? I do not know. If 
public opinion insists, I think it will, rather than 
face what is, in my judgment, the only alternative, 
namely the conscription of all labor, as we have 
conscripted men for our army and to all intents 
and purposes the wealth and material facilities 
of our country.

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ETAILERS make 90 per cent of all the busi- 
R ness failures. Ninety per cent of retailers 


fail because they pile up merchandise liabili- 
ties faster than they can be met out of sales. Hence, 
in determining the desirability, as a credit-risk, of 
any retailer, the amount of his sales which will be 
available for merchandise payments in a given 
period of time above operating expenses, should be 
compared with the merchandise payments which 


must be met in that time. This seems so obvious 
that it ought to be an unnecessary statement. Nev- 
ertheless, not in one case out of one hundred is this 
method used for measuring credit-worth. Though 
the logical basis of credit-measuring should be this 
measuring of probable income, most credits are 
granted on alleged facts and figures of capital, of 
property. 

The president of the Credit Men’s Association 
of a prominent eastern city recently said: 

“It was nearly twenty years after credit men were 
recognized as a business fixture before financial 
statements were asked for in determining the prob- 
able credit-worth of a new account.” 

Even now financial statements are only obtained 
or obtainable from a minority of debtor businesses. 
In commercial credit-granting by jobbers and manu- 
facturers who sell to retailers, sales-competition is 
so keen that it is usually thought unwise to ask a 
new customer for a “statement.” Many retailers 
would be offended if they were asked for a state- 
ment, and very few could prepare one, if they wanted 
to. Either because of their ignorance of the facts 
and figures of their businesses or for lack of clerical 
training, a trial balance or lucid financial statement 
cannot be obtained from many stores. 


The Financial Statement 


In extending bank loans the situation is somewhat 
better, chiefly owing to the fact that bank practices 
are partly controlled by legal authorities. The best 
banks now require a financial statement (of prop- 
erty facts) from habitual borrowers. The Federal 
Reserve Board requires that any commercial con- 
cern, whose paper shall be re-discountable through 
its system, must have given a financial statement 
to the original bank of discount within one year of 
the time when the paper was issued.

THE COMING CREDIT CRISIS 


“Credit is the chain of social purpose. It is the 
bond which cements all processes of intercourse 
and exchange in labor, products or natural pos- 
sessions. And as long as wealth is hired by the 
payment of interest, the volume of outstanding 
credit must be kept within the amount of products 
available for interest payment. When this is ex- 
ceeded, interest-rates rise. In extreme cases, 
the chain breaks and trade is paralyzed, exchange 
is halted and a social standstill occurs, until a 
normal contraction is effected and the chain 
— again by mutual expediency.”—Carl H.

The average “financial” statement is irrelevant, 
incompetent and immaterial, because it is usually 
but a vague approximation of the facts alleged and 
rarely gives those facts really necessary to show 
credit-worth or the reverse. Practically all financial 
statements give merely the supposed value of the 
property or “assets” of the business, together with 
its liabilities. When assets exceed liabilities the 
difference is supposed to represent the “net worth,” 
which has long been considered the safe margin for 
the granting of further credits. Few statements 
give the sales volume, fewer still the total of ex- 
pense and practically none gives the average per 
cent of gross profit made in the store’s pricing and 
selling. 

In considering the desirability of a prospective 
debtor the question should be, “Will he pay?” rather 
than, “Can he pay?” 

In determining this the fact that his stock of 
merchandise plus fixtures, plus bills receivable, plus 
cash in bank, exceeds his bills and accounts payable 
by an amount amply in excess of the new credit 
asked, is actually of secondary importance. A 
good retail credit risk is the merchant whose 
buSiness shows he is making a maximum of 
sales volume, at a fair average profit, on a mini- 
mum merchandise capital. Turnover and net 
“assets” assure punctual payments. Though every 
dollar of the stock be owed for, let it be sold, cash, 
as fast as it must be paid for, at prices yielding cost 
plus expenses, and the merchant is a good credit- 
risk. He is far safer than he who has a substantial 
margin of capital over liabilities, but whose mer- 
chandise bills are coming in faster than his sales. 


Causes of Failure 


TATISTICS of retail failures show over-exten- 
sion of credit to customers, bad locations and 

over-buying as the chief causes of insolvencies, but 
the direct result of all three is that the merchan- 
dise bills can’t be met as they accrue. Obviously, 
then, the significant facts in a statement are those 
of income, not the conjectures regarding the worth 
of the property. 

The logic of this reasoning is evident to any rea- 
sonable mind. Jobbers and manufacturers alike re- 
alize that a dealer is only able to buy goods as fast 
as he sells them, year in, year out, yet they have not 
learned the correct basis of credit-knowledge. This 
oversight, coupled with secretiveness among com- 
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mercial creditors, causes the majority of failures. 
Creditors and credit-men by nature are not gre- 
garious. They only really get together and act 
unanimously. at financial funerals. Bankruptcy law- 
yers are the commercial undertakers, a hungry 
horde of vultures who are permitted to prey upon 
delinquent debtors and careless creditors alike, by 
truly American laws. Much the greater part of the 
proceeds realized from the nation’s bankruptcies 
and receiverships goes to the trustees, referees, as- 
signees, receivers, attorneys for the petitioner, at- 
torneys for the trustee, et al. 

Our institutions provide careful measures for 
carving the corpse, but nothing to prevent its de- 
mise, because laws are framed by lawyers, who 
know how to protect their fees, but know nothing of 
business. The scandals of bankruptcy practice, if 
ever completely exposed, would be a _ sensation. 
Credit men’s associations are bringing about some 
new laws in various states, amending and improv- 
ing the creditor’s legal protection against the un- 
principled debtor, but no one thinks of protection 
from the ignorance of well-meaning incompetents. 
The American notion is that evils are cured by pass- 
ing laws. Some day we must learn that custom 
makes law and not the reverse. Our education of 
the merchant has passed through two stages of cash- 
register curriculum. The slogan of the first was 
“Protect yourself from your dishonest employees. 
They are stealing away your profits.” The second, 
as the social consciousness improved, was, “Protect 
your honest employees from unjust suspicion.” We 
must soon tell him the truth: “Protect yourself 
from your own ignorance, for it prevents profits 
and brings bankruptcy.” 


An Example 
[2 us prove, concretely, the fallacy of the old 
method of determining credit-worth by a finan- 
cial statement giving only the facts of property and 
debt. The figures are, let us say:

The amount of new purchases being ordered on 
thirty and sixty days’ time is, say, $2,300; the goods 
to arrive for the fall season. 

To many credit givers these figures would justify 
the credit. There is shown an excess of assets over 
liabilities of $9,375. Even if the fixtures are counted 
out as an asset, there is more than $8,000 to secure 
the $2,300 credit asked for. Some might still de- 
mand the sales volume, which, let us say, is $29,000 
in the past year. 

Now, let us see whether “he will pay,” not “that 
he can pay.” 

To begin with, we know that solvent stores can 
only use for the payment of merchandise bills that 
portion of their sales which remains after paying 
the operating expense, plus net profit, if there is 
any. In other words, the sales, less gross profit or 
“mark-up.” Data is ample to show the prevailing 
average percentage of gross profit obtained in the 
different retail lines. Let us assume that this type 
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of store can be put in the thirty per cent class. This 
means that if the coming sales equal past sales, 
seventy per cent of $29,000 will be made available 
to meet merchandise bills in the coming year. This 
will be $20,300, or an average of $1,700 per month. 
We know that the bills now due and those already 
rendered must be paid before our new bills, for the 
goods now ordered. This means $3,925, or about 
two and one-half months’ merchandise proceeds of 
sales, assuming that in that time nothing need be 
paid on the bank loan (which is unlikely) and that 
all those “accounts receivable” will be collected 
(which is still more unlikely). 
Nothing 

HAVEN assuming all these things, if the sales were 

all made for cash (no “charge” accounts), there 
would, during the next two and one-half months be 
available nothing to apply to our new account. We 
know that payments cannot in the natural course 
of events begin on this account for at least that 
time. Hence thirty-day payment cannot be made, 
nor can sixty-day payment be expected. Further, a 
store doing a “charge” as well as a cash trade can 
usually be expected to sell about one-half of each. 

This means that on one-half of the sales made 
during those two and one-half months, the cash will 
not be received in less than forty-five days after 
the sales. On an average, this means that the cash 
for one-half of that half positively will not be re- 
ceived sooner than four months from now, or forty- 
five days after the two-and-one-half month period 
is over. This actually means that we cannot log- 
ically expect to receive the cash for our $2,300 of 
new goods (if we ship them) in less than five 
months. 

If by that time the bank and a few other creditors 
get impatient a bankruptcy may occur, for bank- 
ruptcy is the result of inability to pay bills, no mat- 
ter what the “net worth” may be. 

So, on the purchases proposed for thirty and sixty- 
day payment, we should be willing to wait five 
months for our money, or refuse the credit. 

The conditions in a vast majority of stores re- 
quiring time credit, if revealed in figures showing 
their net worth and on that score justifying credit, 
will show by this analysis of income facts that credit 
should not be extended. 

The most astute credit-judges demand another 
factor—that of expenses. ,When expenses, sales, 
present liabilities and new proposed ones are 
“checked” in this way, the results are conclusive. 
In fact, it is perfectly possible to determine by such 
analysis and deduction, just what the relation must 
be between sales, gross profits, expense and pur- 
chases, in order to assure solvency. In neither case 
is the so-called “inventory” of much true signifi- 
cance, except as a sign to show slow turnover, a 
really unfavorable factor, or a shadow of hope in 
case of the worst—liquidation. No wise credit- 
grantor, however, knowingly buys participation in 
an enforced liquidation. 

On such a big subject as the proper procedure in 
credit granting little can be said but that the whole 
science is in its infancy. In all the credit courses 
in our schools and universities this really vital side 
of the subject is hardly hinted at. Credit is popu- 
larly supposed to rest upon character and property. 
Its true basis must be character, income and knowl- 
edge of conditions. 

In our next article we will deal with the move- 
ments gathering force to improve our retailers and 
suggest the only course which can possibly bring 
results, i. e., the demanding of knowledge from re- 
tailers as a necessary condition for extending credit 
to. them.

Whatever the employees subscribe, in this repre- 
sentative concern, and all they can influence among 
their friends will be in addition to the subscription 
made by the firm. A striking feature of this cam- 
paign is that the house has offered a bonus of 25 
per cent of the face value of the bonds without 
limit for which employees subscribe, if still in their 
employ after the lapse of a year. 

The general manager, P. L. Van Alstyne, is do- 
ing all in his power, assisted by other officials of 
the house, to contribute as much as possible to this 
loan. 

The firm buys and holds the bonds for employees, 
who get the full interest, but employees do not pay 
interest for being carried by Wiebusch & Hilger. 
The bonds can be paid for by deducting an agreed 
weekly sum from their pay, or otherwise.

Buyer and New Salesman Work

Old-Timers Snooze 


The story of the best sale of W. K. SLATER, who 
hustles for the Honeyman Hardware 
Company, Portland, Ore. 

WAS traveling for a San Francisco hardware 
i firm and had only been on the road a few months, 
making mostly water tanks, when one day I re- 
ceived a telegram from the house, instructing me 
to catch the next train for Gilroy, Cal., and from 
there to take the stage to the New Idra Quick 
Silver Mines. They were in the market for a bill 
of hardware and in order to secure the business I 
had to move lively. Our competitors had also been 
advised of the proposed purchase. 

Knowing that our competitors had veteran sales- 
men in that territory, while I was inexperienced, I 
realized that to secure any business at all it would 
necessitate my being first on the job. 

The New Idra Quick Silver Mines is located 58 
miles from Gilroy, off the railroad and in a coun- 
try over which I had never traveled. To complicate 
matters more the stage only made two trips a week 
Monday and Friday, arriving in Gilroy on 
Thursday. I received a tip from one of the guests at 
the hotel, while gathering all the information I could 
regarding the country in which I was about to 
travel, at the same time being very careful not to 
divulge my mission. Two hardware salesmen had 
booked on the next stage to go to the mines on Fri- 
day.

Peanut Politicians Silenced by Liberty 
Loan Over-Subscription—Chinese 
Puzzle Found in Excess Profits 


Tax—Premium for Loafers— 
Position of Webb Bill 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29, 1917. 
ASHINGTON is fairly wild with enthusi- 
W asm over the tremendous success of the 
second Liberty Loan. It has been dem- 
onstrated that a much larger sum than five billion 
dollars could easily have been secured if the mark 
had been placed higher at the outset. 

The chief significance of this splendid demonstra- 
tion is the evidence it gives that all the people of 
the country are behind the war movement, and 
that those who cannot themselves fight are ready 
to make their dollars fight for them. 


Peanut Politicians Silenced 

And what a superb answer have the business men 
of the country given to the slurs of certain cheap 
politicians who have talked darkly of “conspira- 
cies to defeat the loan,” organized “in revenge for 
the taxation levied on wealth by the war revenue 
act!” Speaker Champ Clark, who should have 
known better, gave utterance to these slanders, but 
was man enough to retract them when he was chal- 
lenged to prove them. 

As a matter of fact, these reports had their ori- 
gin, in part at least, in some loose writing in the 
Washington newspapers, in which high Treasury 
officials were said to have discovered the “conspira- 
cies” referred to by Mr. Clark, and to have at- 
tributed them to “Wall Street’—poor old Wall 
Street, that gets blamed for every untoward thing 
that happens! Of course, this was the veriest rub- 
bish, and the aforesaid Treasury officials knew it 
as well as anybody. 

But while nobody has sought “revenge” for the 
hit-and-miss taxation embodied in the last war reve- 
nue act, there is ample ground for just criticism 
of many of its provisions. The bill was carefully 
considered by the Senate, and throughout the first 
two weeks in conference, but during the final week 
the conferees “blew up,” to use the expressive lan- 
guage of Colonel Roosevelt, and several important 
provisions which should have commanded careful 
consideration were thrown together with a pitch- 
fork by ten tired and disgusted men. 


Excess Profits Tax a Tough Problem 
As a result. the excess profits tax is a Chinese 
puzzle, and will probably have to be ruled upon by

the United States Supreme Court. Other features 
of the new law, while less vague, are distinctly ill- 
advised, and are inexcusable in view of the experi- 
ence Congress has had in framing revenue legisla- 
tion, a task it has pursued almost continuously dur- 
ing the past three years. 

Like nearly all important statutes made up of a 
large number of details, the new law has its “joker.” 
Chairman Kitchin of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is said to be the father of this preposterous 
infant, which is one of the most unjust features of 
the law. 

Mr. Kitchin’s joker, which was smuggled into 
the bill during the closing hours of conference con- 
sideration, extends the war excess profits tax to 
“professions and occupations” as well as to all lines 
of manufacturing and merchandising. It is doubt- 
ful that ten Senators and Representatives out of 
the 525 understood this provision when they voted 
to approve the conference report, but whether they 
did or not it is to-day the law. 


Premiums for Loafers 

[= practical effect is to penalize individual effort 

and to put a premium upon a luxurious life sup- 
ported by an unearned fortune. Specifically, it im- 
poses a so-called war excess profits tax of 8 per cent 
on the salary or earnings of every individual in 
excess of $6,000 per annum, and this in addition to 
the income tax imposed by ‘another provision of the 
law. This extraordinary levy applies to the earn- 
ings of the lawyer, the doctor, the bank cashier, 
the sales manager, the commercial traveler, etc. 

It is double taxation, pure and simple, and as 
vicious as double taxation always is. The lawyer, 
the bank cashier and the sales manager pay the 
income tax, which has been enormously increased 
under the new law, and then, notwithstanding the 
fact they have no capital working for them, they 
are called upon to pay a war profits tax, although 
they have earned nothing as the result of the war, 
but, in fact, may enjoy a smaller income than before 
the beginning of hostilities. 

To show the utter lack of justice in the framing 
of this tax it is only necessary to compare the cases 
of two men, one of whom enjoys an income of 
say, $12,000 per annum from securities left him 
by his father, while the other draws a hard-earned 
salary of the same amount working ten hours a day 
managing the sales department of a big manufac- 
turing concern. The easy-going legatee of a hard- 
working father will pay only the straight income 
tax plus the surtax accruing above $5000. The 
busy sales manager, giving the best that’s in him 
to a useful industry, must pay the same income 
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tax and the same surtax as the idle man, and in 
addition 8 per cent on the $6,000 by which his sal- 
ary exceeds the $6,000 exemption. 


Mr. Kitchin’s Real Joker 


In other words, the man who works with head 
and hands the year through pays $480 more per 
annum, in the form of a war tax, than is paid by 
the indolent son of a rich father who enjoys the 
same income! Surely, a man must have a queer 
sense of humor to see the joke in Mr. Kitchin’s 
joker. 

If you must laugh, however, consider for a mo- 
ment the fact that although Mr. Kitchin injected 
his provision into the bill “during the rush at the 
close of the conference,” yet the law contains a 
clause to the effect that the salaries of Senators 
and Representatives in Congress shall not be sub- 
ject to the war excess profits tax. Thus, while 
the successful and hard-working business man is 
doubly taxed, Mr. Kitchin saves just $120 on his 
$7,500 salary! 

After all, perhaps that’s the real Kitchin joker! 


How the Tariff Revision Menace Was Averted 


I have seen no mention in the daily press of the 
serious menace to the industries of the country 
that was narrowly averted during the last hours 
of the consideration of the war revenue bill as the 
result of the timely action of the recently appointed 
Tariff Commission. A stinging defeat was admin- 
istered to the project of the House Ways and 
Means Committee to add a “war surtax” of 10 
per cent to the duties provided by the Underwood- 
Simmons tariff act and to impose a like tax on all 
articles now on the free list. 


Protests from All Quarters 


Te committee did not adopt the proposed tariff 
rates without a protest, however. Sharp criti- 

cisms of the projected tariff revision rained in 

upon its members from all parts of the country. 

Special stress was placed by protesting import- 
ers and manufacturers upon the general demoraliza- 
tion that would result from the transfer of the 
raw materials of important industries from the 
free to the dutiable list. Such transfers uniformly 
work great damage and produce confusion for long 
periods. 

In the revision of tariff laws from time to time 
the manipulation of the free list and the addition 
of duties thereto are regarded as more important 
than any other feature in the general overhauling, 
and members and Senators who suggest such trans- 
fers are invariably required to give the best of 
reasons for the proposed changes. This is espe- 
cially true in cases where the materials of the in- 
dustry have been free of duty for many years and 
the trade has developed large proportions on a 
broad and stable foundation provided by well-con- 
ceived and time-honored laws. 


Only Scientific Revision Justifiable 


Critics of the Ways and Means Committee’s tar- 
iff program also insisted that the present adminis- 
tration is heavily committed to a policy of non- 
interference with the tariff except as the result 
of an exhaustive investigation at the hands of the 
new Tariff Commission, followed by a scientific re- 
adjustment based upon demonstrated and _ indis- 
putable facts. The Tariff Commission is less than 
a year old, and up to the present time has been 
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able to do very little beyond perfecting its organi- 
zation and providing the necessary facilities for 
the inquiries it will make in anticipation of the 
general overhauling of the tariff which it is alto- 
gether probable will be undertaken soon after the 
end of the present great war, for the purpose of 
meeting the new commercial conditions that will 
result from the realignment of the principal na- 
tions. Under the circumstances, it was obviously 
impossible to treat the subject with the care it 
demanded, especially as it was an important feature 
of the program of the House leaders to perfect the 
bill in the course of a few days. 

Notwithstanding the obvious absurdity of such 
legislation as that proposed in the form of a hori- 
zontal increase in the tariff, the Ways and Means 
Committee by an overwhelming majority reported 
the revenue bill to the House with the 10 per cent 
advance in duties, including the free list, and de- 
manded that the gag rule should be applied, if neces- 
sary, to force the bill through without important 
change. So complete was the domination of the 
rank and file of the House members by the Ways 
and Means Committee—the chairman of which, Mr. 
Kitchin, is the official majority floor leader—that 
in spite of the storm of protest from all sections 
of the country the tariff increases were voted into 
the bill without the formality of a roll call, and 
the measure was sent to the Senate. 


Senate Is Real Boss 


6 ener is an old saying in Congress that the 
House proposes, but the Senate disposes. It 
was fully justified in this case, for the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, from the outset, looked with dis- 
favor upon the proposed tariff changes. 

During the hearings on the bill, which lasted sev- 

eral weeks, thousands of protests by telegraph, by 
mail, and in verbal form, reached the committee, and 
it became apparent that should the tariff section 
be retained it would be the most unpopular feature 
of what must necessarily be a drastic revenue- 
producing measure. The committee was especially 
impressed with the universal character of the pro- 
tests against the abolition of the free list and the 
unanimous consensus of opinion that a 10 per cent 
ad valorem duty on raw materials heretofore free 
would create havoc in almost every line of American 
manufacture. 
’ When the tariff provisions as formed by the House 
were finally taken up for consideration by the Sen- 
ate Committee it was decided to call in Professor 
Taussig, chairman of the Tariff Commission, and 
to consult that body before taking action. Pro- 
fessor Taussig is a broad-gage expert who has made 
a deep study of his subject, and he and his col- 
leagues speedily recommended that all the proposed 
tariff legislation be eliminated from the war reve- 
nue bill and that the Underwood-Simmons tariff 
act be permitted to stand without important modi- 
fication until the opportunity could be had for its 
general revision under sound and scientific lines. 
This view finally prevailed with the committee. 

Acting upon Professor Taussig’s advice, the 
House tariff section was stricken from the bill as 
reported to the Senate and as passed by that body. 
This did not end the matter, however, as there 
was sharp contention on this issue when the bill 
reached the conference committee, to which it was 
referred after action by the Senate. The House con- 
ferees demanded the retention of the tariff meas- 
ure, but the Senators stubbornly refused to accede 
and finally won a clean-cut victory, largely as the 
result of the attitude of Professor Taussig and his 
colleagues of the Tariff Commission.

Section 207 of the law goes into great detail defining 
capital. 

In fixing the basis of exemption for calculating so- 
called excess profits, Section 203 provides that the 
amount shall be determined by deducting from the net 
income of the business received during the taxable 
year, the sum (1) an equal amount to the same per- 
centage of the invested capital for the taxable year 
which the average amount of the annual net income of 
the business during the pre-war period was of the in- 
vested capital for the pre-war period (but not less than 
7% or more than 9% of the invested capital for the 
taxable year), and (2) $3,000. 

It would therefore appear that a deduction of 9% of 
the invested capital—$200,000—or $18,000, would be 
allowed and a flat deduction of $3,000, making a total 
deduction of $21,000. 

The law (Section 201) then proceeds to levy the War 
Excess Profits tax, as follows:

Important Notes $10,708 

The taxable year referred to in the bill is the year 
1917, or the fiscal year of a corporation or partnership 
ending in 1917. In cases where a corporation or part- 
nership makes a return for the fiscal year ending in 
1917, the law provides that the taxes upon the full 
fiscal year shall be computed, but that payment is re- 
quired only for such proportion as the part of the fiscal 
year in 1917 bears to the full fiscal year. 

This law applies to corporations, partnerships and 
individuals engaged in any trade, business or occu- 
pation. 

No returns are required from domestic partnership 
if they have less than $6,000 of income. 

The tax of 10% imposed upon the amount of net 
income remaining undistributed six months after the 
end of each calendar or fiscal year does not apply to 
any portion of the undistributed net income which is 
actually invested or employed in the business or is 
retained for employment in the reasonable requirements 
of the business.

Copy of Section 29 of the War Revenue Bill, indicat- 
ing the exemption permitted in connection with the 
assessment of the 6% flat tax on profits: 

“That in assessing income tax the net income 
embraced in the return shall also be credited with 
the amount of any excess profits tax imposed by 
Act of Congress and assessed for the same calendar 
or fiscal year upon the taxpayer and, in the case 
of a member of a partnership, with his propor- 
tionate share of such excess profits tax imposed 
upon the partnership.” 


Congressman Fordney’s Figures

Editorial Comment 














That Silent Partner 
of Yours 


N most hardware stores there is a silent 

partner about whom the factories, the 

wholesalers and the traveling men hear but 
little. This partner is the merchant’s wife, 
and probably the dealer if questioned on the 
subject would admit that she is not always 
as silent as would appear. It is certain that 
she is the reason for many a man’s success. 
She is the unseen power behind the man 
about whom we remark, “I wonder how he 
gets by?” 

His business success or failure means more 
to her than it does to the banker, or to his 
other creditors. 

Equal suffrage has not been granted her in 
all our States, but her right to vote in the 
family business circle is quite generally rec- 
ognized. The editor who rages about the 
horrible example of a poorly kept hardware 
stock may scoop competitive magazines on 
the story, but that man’s wife has probably 
protested against those slovenly methods for 
years. 

The first great international recognition of 
the wife as a business asset took place in 
Dayton, Ohio, the week of Oct. 15, when a 
great convention of the wives, sisters and 
mothers of the National Cash Register sales- 
men was held in the great cash register 
town. 

For a solid week these women attended the 
business sessions of their convention, and the 
snap and power of good suggestions was just 
as much in evidence as in the great sales- 
men’s conventions of the National Cash 
Register men. 

The story of this unusual business confer- 
ence is told in this issue of HARDWARE AGE. 
From it hardware merchants may take a good 
lesson. Have you consulted your silent part- 
ner as much as you should have consulted 
her during the past year? How long has it 
been since you took her through the store on 
a suggestion trip? Isn’t it probable that 
seen through her eyes there are a lot of weak 
joints in your business machinery? Isn’t it 
also true that a great part of your customers 
are women? 

Some mighty successful, mighty fine look- 
ing, mighty substantial men run hardware 
stores in this country who may not feel that 
they need advice, but the biggest of them is 
small indeed when compared to the National 
Cash Register Company. 

Take the tip and ask your silent partner to 
spend at least one full day each month in 
your store. 
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What Became 
of the Coal? 


OMEONE is always taking the joy out 

of life. Just at present the coal man 

seems to be paying particular attention 
to the job, and it might also be stated that 
it is not the first time that the dispenser of 
black diamonds has been in the limelight. 
Just as the public had begun to believe in 
an abundance of coal at a fair price, the 
fabled “nigger” has made its appearance in 
the woodpile—or, perhaps we should say, 
coalpile. At any rate, the calculations of the 
good public have gone astray and coal is far 
from plentiful in many parts of the North- 
west. At to the reasons for the scarcity— 
well, we will leave it to the judgment of the 
reader. 

Only a few weeks ago reports were re- 
ceived by the Government, coming from vari- 
ous parts of the Northwest, to the effect 
that coal was decidedly scarce. Roused by 
these reports the Government was moved to 
order that coal shipments should be given 
a priority on railroads leading from the 
mines, and on steamships traversing the 
Great Lakes. 

It was understood that such action was 
necessary in order that sufficient coal might 
be shipped into the Northwestern states, be- 
fore the close of the navigation season, to 
keep the people warm and the industries go- 
ing. It was realized that a period of freight 
congestion was bound to come when the 
movement of troops, crops, and supplies was 
well under way, and it was expected that 
the method used would insure the movement 
of coal before such a condition was reached. 
Vain hope. The coal started from the mines 
according to schedule, and it was confidently 
supposed that the purpose of the Govern- 
ment had been accomplished. 

Now reports are coming in from all over 
the great Northwest to the effect that the 
people are not getting the coal that left the 
mines. It also appears that none of the 
states adjacent to the Great Lakes have had 
the needed fuel diverted their way. The 
Federal Department of Justice is reported to 
be in receipt of more than one hundred let- 
ters, written by mayors of Ohio cities, in 
which complaints are made that their re- 
spective cities are in imminent danger be- 
cause of the lack of coal. 

The question naturally arises: Where is 
the coal that has had the privilege of pri- 
ority in shipments? Thousands of tons 
have left the mines. Where have they 
gone? There have been no rumors of sub- 












marines in the Great Lakes, therefore, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the shipments 
have reached some destination. The un- 
happy mayors of Ohio cities are not the 
only ones who surmise that the coalpile 
“nigger” has been active. In fact, there are 
some who even accuse the coal operators of 
having shipped the needed coal across the 
Lakes to various ports in Canada, where 
American price regulation is not in effect, 
and where almost any price asked would 
be received. We make no accusations. We 
only ask, with the mayors of coalless cities: 
Where is the fuel that left the mines? 

The merchandise for hundreds of retail 
dealers has been sidetracked, willingly, that 
coal might be delivered before the advent of 
winter. If through any policy of double- 
dealing that coal has been diverted to cir- 
cumvent the rulings of government officials, 
the merchants of the country are entitled 
to know it. If the present coal crisis is the 
result of trust-betrayal for profit, the pun- 
ishment should be immediate and stringent. 
If not, the coal operators are entitled to 
open exoneration. There is only one answer 
to the problem and again it takes the form 
of a question: 

What became of the coal that left the 
mines and apparently failed to reach the 
Northwest ? 


A Glance Ahead and 


a Warning 
ANUFACTURING 
panding so rapidly under the impetus 
of war orders that facilities to make 


America is ex- 


move without speed limits. In several of the 
great New England manufacturing towns 
factory space has doubled in the past three 
years, and output has made even a better 
record. First there was a machinery short- 
age, and that was overcome. Then there was 
a shortage of raw material, and on essen- 
tials that has been taken care of. But the 
big problem was one of labor, and it grows 
and assumes more alarming proportions as 
the race of imperative demand against lag- 
ging supply goes on. 

The question of what shall be done to keep 
these enormously enlarged plants going after 
the war is on the mind of every great manu- 
facturer. The attitude of organized labor 
toward contracts made in good faith with 
manufacturers continues to resemble the 
famous “scrap of paper” idea, and it is natu- 
ral that after the war readjustment period 
should be considered one fraught with un- 
pleasant probabilities. 

It is a certainty that domestic Amercian 
trade cannot keep those great mills going at 
the 24-hour habit. It is hardly to be expected 
that our export business on staples will jump, 
too, with such startling abruptness as to 
bridge the gap. It will improve undoubtedly, 
but we will have some competition that has 
been taking a forced vacation, and it will in 
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all probability be more vigorous because of 
the rest. 

Therefore, it is natural to assume that 
with the returning armies and the renewed 
influx of foreign labor, plus factories running 
fewer hours, that labor prices will simmer 
down. It will be a period of internal fighting 
in which we predict the temporary closing 
of many factories, which will open up only 
when need emphasizes the vital importance 
of a job. 

Many manufacturers have created a sink- 
ing fund against that day and every far- 
seeing factory owner should follow that ex- 
ample if his present profits will permit it. 

This disagreeable day may be a long way 
off, but it is certainly measured by the length 
of this war. 


An Unanswered 
Question 


URTHER price-fixing announcements 

from Washington seem unlikely. Though 

an agreement was reached between the 
War Industries Board and the producers, in 
New York, on Oct. 16, no new prices have 
been named. Thus it appears that the modifi- 
cation in Government policy already noted 
has taken shape, and the industry is expected 
literally to adjust prices on even major com- 
modities. Already the leading wire maker 
has approached the mean between the two 
general wire levels which have long obtained, 
quoting $3.50 on nails, or 30c. nearer the $4 
basis of other mills. 

The War Industries Board has had as a 
primary object the securing of maximum 
production of ships and shells, and the mag- 
nitude of the task and the size of the organi- 
zation it is building may well militate against 
too rapidly instituting sweeping edicts over 
materials of less importance for the work of 
the war. How thoroughly it will be possible, 
without authoritative announcement or the 
exactions of priority orders, to secure imme- 
diately the “one-price-for-all” policy is an 
unaswered question. 


Hardwaremen and 
Liberty Bonds 


HE New York headquarters staff with 

the 55 salesmen canvassing the hard- 

ware and related trades for the second 
Liberty loan deserve great praise. Untrained 
in selling securities they were successfully 
drilled and grilled in several intensive meet- 
ings. The total $42,218,250 obtained placed 
the Hardware, Metals and Allied Trades sec- 
tion of the Rainbow Division permanently in 
first place Oct. 23. This sum exceeds a ninth 
of all raised by the 120 trades composing the 
Rainbow Division. The Rainbow Division, 
it is estimated, got nearly a half of the 
Greater New York total, and about a quarter 
of the whole for the entire Federal Reserve 
Bank, Second District.

XPERIENCED men identified with large interests 

just back from business trips in the Central West 
(Pittsburgh and Cleveland to the Missouri River and 
St. Paul to Kansas City) noted the change of feeling 
among jobbers in that territory. Since the National 
Government decided to fix prices merchants have been 
reluctant to buy, preferring to defer purchases and 
await developments, hesitating to stock up in fear of 
anticipated reductions. 

Distributers have been looking for lower prices, but 
leading merchants from different sections of the coun- 
try have gone away from the late National Convention 
of Hardware Jobbers and Manufacturers at Atlantic 
City, apparently with a better conception of the situa- 
tion as it is and better qualified to plan for future 
business. Many of them now have the feeling that it 
is safest to buy adequately along reasonable lines be- 
cause while paying current prices, whatever they may 
be, and adding the usual percentage of profit, just as 
they have been accustomed to on lower levels, it is 
deemed best to have necessary merchandise on hand in 
good season for the retail merchant. They know full 
well that without sufficient stock they are not capable 
of rendering service as jobbers and lack of goods will 
deprive their customers of the chance to transact busi- 
ness and make legitimate profits. 

A feature of the late national convention was a 
special meeting of merchants called to hear opinions 
from manufacturers addressed to jobbers, with but one 
speaker in the room at a time. After the manufac- 
turers had been heard separately the merchants were 
apparently convinced that prices are not likely to be 
lower for some time at least, and that it will be more 
difficult to get goods as the season advances. That 
the best policy, in view of what they heard, would be 
to order at prevailing market prices and obtain a proper 
supply of goods. That it was best to assume the risk 
of possible loss that might result from a reduction in 
price, although this is not anticipated now. 

Forehanded jobbers are reported to be more active 
in arranging for future needs and are sending along 
new specifications with early shipping dates. One sales 
manager of a large establishment says that he has not 
found a jobber opposéd to buying now in a sensible 
way. A leading jobber said that before leaving the 
Pacific Coast, East bound, that he had left instructions 
to be careful and cautious in buying, but after close 
contact with manufacturers in the East, and informing 
himself on current conditions, during the meetings he 
gave orders to buy in quantities necessary to prepare 
for a good normal business. 

There are large numbers of people who have been 
diverted from the regular channels of trade and vari- 
ous articles classed as luxuries and semi-luxuries prob- 
ably will not sell so readily during the war as during 
peace times. The producers of such merchandise will 
have to adjust themselves to conditions as they are and 
get along somehow, but in other departments demands 
are going to be greatly increased. For the country at 
large, regardless of particular interests, production 
and consumption must be greatly speeded up because 
of war necessities and inevitable wastage.

The general tendency is toward a stiffening of market 
conditions and it is said that if there was a good con- 
sumptive demand there would be higher prices because 
of other favorable conditions.

The constructive demand is described as light 
in and near greater New York, but more favorable in 
tone from outside territory. Building is slow in New 
York, but one architect mentions a total of eight million 
dollars worth of construction in hand all ready for the 
awarding of specifications and contracts which, it is 
said, is true to more or less extent with other architects. 
Architects and builders feel encouraged regarding bet- 
ter progress within the next 90 days so that by March 
and April of next year there is likely to be more ac- 
tivity in the building line. 

Wire nails are still $4 to $4.05 base per keg, with 
intimations that they will go higher. 


Cut Naits.—Cut nails are scarce and there is con- 
siderable divergence in prices. This trade has been 
more active since September 20 and a good output has 
of orders booked at the mills but cannot get the goods 
gone forward for overseas.

11. They applied on semi-finished steel such as soft Besse- 
mer and open hearth billets, sheet bars, slabs and other 
semi-finished steel forms. It seems that the whole pol- 
icy of the Government in prices on steel products thus 
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far fixed has been to name prices that will allow the 
steel manufacturers a fair margin of profit, also prices 
that are fair to the consumers and more important than 
all, prices that would insure to the Government 100 per 
cent production on raw and finished steel. 


The steel mill operators say they are perfectly satis- 
fied with the prices thus far fixed, regarding them as 
eminently fair and allowing a good margin of profit. 
There are nearly 100 items of finished steel products, the 
more important of these being sheets and tin plate, iron 
and steel pipe and boiler tubes, railroad spikes and track 
bolts, shafting and other products on which Government 
prices have not been fixed, and just now it is a question 
as to whether it is the intention of the Government to 
fix prices on these lighter steel products, or simply to 
allow the prices to be arrived at between the manufac- 
turers and the consumers, the law of supply and demand 
to be a large factor in fixing these prices. 

There is also the important item of wire products on 
which prices have not been fixed, and as a forerunner of 
this the American Steel & Wire Co., it is understood, has 
named higher prices to some of its trade, these being on 
the basis of $3.50 for wire nails, $3.25 for fence wire, 
$3.65 for painted barb wire, $4.35 for galvanized barb 
wire, $3.65 for polished fence staples and $4.35 for galva- 
nized fence staples. However, these prices were put out by 
the American Steel & Wire Co., subject to change and so 
far as known at this writing have not been officially prom- 
ulgated by the company. As to whether the independent 
wire mills will adopt the same prices is not known, but 
it is not unlikely some of the independent wire mills will 
sell favored customers for a limited period their needs 
of nails and wire at the above named prices. There has 
been no concerted action by the independent wire and 
wire nail mills in reducing their prices, and there may 
not be any. The new prices of the American Steel & 
Wire Co. show a general advance in wire products of $6 
per ton over the prices the company has been quoting to 
its large trade for some time, but for deferred delivery. 

The Government continues to be a heavy purchaser of 
steel products, lately having bought about 30,000 kegs 
of wire nails, 8000 tons of wrought steel pipe and the 
Government is expected to close in a very short time for 
about 30,000 cars to go to Russia. There has been a 
good deal of selling of pig iron, and some of steel billets 
and sheet bars at the prices fixed by the Government, 
and in fact there has been more activity in sales of pig 
iron at the Government prices than in any other mate- 
rial. Some concerns who bought pig iron on contracts 
at much higher figures than the Government prices have 
asked the furnaces to readjust these contracts to the ba- 
sis of the Government prices, but in most cases these re- 
quests have been refused, the pig iron furnaces taking 
the position that a contract is a contract, and must be 
carried out by the buyer as well as by the seller. 


Wire Naiis.—As noted above, the American Steel & 
Wire Co. has made a general advance in prices on wire 
products of $6 per ton, this advance putting wire nails 
at $3.50 base, per keg, and galvanized barb wire at $4.65 
per 100 pounds. However, it should be noted that up to 
this time the advanced prices of the American Steel & 
Wire Co. have not been officially promulgated, and it is 
possible they may not be. As yet the independent wire 
and wire nail manufacturers have not made any official 
changes in their prices and will probably wait to see 
whether the advanced prices are being made generally to 
the trade before doing so. In the meantime the new de- 
mand for wire nails is only fairly heavy and specifica- 
tions against contracts are not very active. The consum- 
ing trade is evidently waiting to see what action the 
Government is going to take in regard to making prices 
on wire products before placing orders very heavily. We 
therefore repeat for this week the prices of the inde- 
pendent mills on wire products which have been in effect 
for some time and which are as follows: 

Wire nails, $4 base per keg; galvanized, 1 in. and longer, 
including large-head barb roofing nails, taking an advance 
over this price of $2, and shorter than 1 in., $2.50. Bright 
basic wire is $4.05 per 100 Ib.; annealed fence wire, Nos. 6 
to 9, $3.95; galvanized wire, $4.65; galvanized barb wire 
and fence staples, $4.85; painted barb wire, $4.15; polished 
fence staples, $4.15; cement-coated nails, $3.90 base, these 
prices being subject to the usual advances for the smaller 
trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of delivery,

The new de- 
mand for window glass in the past week or two is re- 
ported to have been a little better, but is far short of 
what it should be at this season of the year, which is 
usually the active time in this trade. Prices on window 
glass are unchanged as follows:

TIN PLATE.—By special request from the Food Ad- 
ministration Board the new price on tin plate for the 
season of 1918 will not be announced by the manufac- 
turers until Nov. 1 or after. The price of tin plate 
for the last half of 1917 was $7.50 per base box on tin 
plate from Bessemer stock and $7.75 from open hearth 
stock and the price for 1918 delivery is expected to be 
fixed at about $8 per base box or slightly higher. There 
is very little new business in tin plate, and none of the 
manufacturers has taken any contracts for next year 
delivery. Prices on small lots from stock are lower, and 
small lots of primes are selling from stock for prompt 
shipment at $9 to $11 per base box.

Om HEATING Stoves.—Local dealers report a very 
heavy demand for oil heating stoves on account of the 
expected shortage in supply of natural gas this winter. 
Several months ago leading Pittsburgh natural gas 
companies printed advertisements in the daily papers 
warning consumers that natural gas would be short this 
winter in the supply and strongly urging that they lay 
in coal or else take other means of securing heat should 
the natural gas supply fail. This has created a tre- 
mendous demand for oil heating stoves, and the supply 
in this district is pretty well bought up and deliveries 
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from manufacturers of oil heating stoves are very slow. 
There has also been a heavy demand for electric heating 
stoves, and while these run very high in prices, hun- 
dreds have been sold in this district lately and will be 
used in case of the falling off in the supply of gas. 


IRON AND STEEL CuT NAILS.—The new demand is re- 
ported fairly heavy and prices are reported firm. Iron 
and steel cut nails are held at $5.50 base per keg at mill, 
freight added to point of delivery.

MANUFACTURERS and jobbers who attended the 
Atiantic City Convention report that they have 
returned with a well-defined belief that lower prices 
are unlikely until after the war. All agree that there 
will be an increasing scarcity of goods. Most of the 
large manufacturers are filled up with Government 
orders which will have preference over all the regular 
business. On some of the lines there are indications of 
a shortage that will be felt. The scarcity of labor will 
keep up labor costs, and the greatly increased employ- 
ment of unskilled labor will affect the finish of goods 
considerably and will tend to lessen the output. The 
Government consumption of raw materials, large as it 
is, will grow to huge proportions as more and more of 
the old and new concerns swing into the producing 
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as a result are not taking on any new orders on the 
basis of 2.90c. for steel bars, fixed by the Government 
on Sept. 24. We therefore repeat former prices as 
follows: 

Steel bars at 4c. to 4.50c. for delivery late this year, and 
4.50c. to 5c. from warehouse, in small lots for prompt ship- 
ment. Refined iron bars, 4.75c.; railroad test bars, 5.25c. in 
earload and larger lots f.o.b. mill. 

REFRIGERATORS.—Jobbers are now taking orders from 
the retail hardware trade for refrigerators for delivery 
in March and April of next year.

stage on munitions and equipment orders. Just how 
the maker of goods not on the war list is to get his 
supplies will be a pressing problem. 

The jobbers are largely anticipating their needs on 
staple lines and continuing to eliminate those sizes and 
numbers that are slow sellers. In other words, they are 
getting rid of slow sellers while prices are high, turn- 
ing these goods into money so that they will be in a 
favorable position to keep up stocks on goods for which 
there is a constant demand. They are urging retailers 
to follow the same procedure, and the retailer who 
does not pursue this course will make a mistake. 

Trade continues to be brisk. Retailers generally 
report slow business on builders’ hardware and ma- 
chinists’ and mechanics’ tools, but this condition is 
not general.

tion. One retailer recently had a display of “presents 
for the October bride” that showed how a big city 
store is beginning to give the jewelers “a run for 
their money.”

URTHER price fixing by the Government has re- 
sulted in the adjustment of prices on nails and 
wire products.

here so all of you may read. He wants to know 
the advisability of installing a private printing 
plant and whether it would be cheaper than having 
it done by a job printer. 

Where the hardware store does a large business 
and maintains a considerable volume of direct ad- 
vertising, we favor the private printing plant. 

We do not favor a plant of any considerable size, 
however, and by that we do not advise getting be- 
yond the hand press or foot-power job press size, 
and installing an equipment which would cost in 
excess of $500. 

It is entirely possible for a bright boy to learn 
in a few weeks enough about typesetting and run- 
ning a press to produce some very creditable small 
forms such as a monthly store paper, window cards, 
bulletins, mail cards, folders and other small pieces 
of direct advertising. 

With a plant of this kind, purposely kept limited 
in size, it would be possible to produce printed mat- 
ter at a considerable saving over prices paid a job 
printer. 

We recommend a printing plant, especially for a 
store paper. We would get a type equipment and 
a press and accessories suited to this work and 
would be inclined to pass the other work on to the 
printer. 

There are immense advantages to be obtained by 
printing a store paper in your own establishment. 
Advantages in style of make-up, in using timely ma-
